Somb Happen inos, Somr People, 
and Some Sayings. 

When the Seventies came in, the 
newer teachers were, with one or 
two exceptions, honor graduates of 
the High Class. They Were the 
Messrs. Reaves, Newell, Lloyd, 
Jewell, Seliney and Mi.ss Wager. 
Miss Hngadorn started an Art De- 
partment, which was later on en- 
larged and under the direction of 
Madame L,e Prince. To the school 
fo'ce later was added Messrs. Jones 
and Fox, G.illaudet graduates. Mr. 
Fox is too well known to the pre- 
sent generation to need mention. 
Young Joiks gave much enjoyment 
to the pupils by his funny recitations 
and Hcting. Some of the Trustees 
enjuyed them too ; his signs were so 
graphic. There also joined our 
force, Henry Winter Syle, who, 
(hough not a Fan wood graduate, 
became one of us in feeling, as well 
as in fact. He was educated in the 
private school of David B.irtlett, at 
Foughkeepsie, and in his young 
manhood he took a course at Yale 
with honor and later entered St. 
John's, at Cambridge, Bugland, 
where he also stood high. While 
at Fanwood he studied for the min- 
istry, and overcame all oppositition 
in the F.piseopal Church, and was 
duly ordained a missionary to the 
deaf. 

This decade was not so eventful as 
the sixties. The war over, the 
Southerners were able to depart to 
tlu-ir homes. The Jenkins, brother 
and sister, Micah and Mary, returned 
to St. Johns Island , South Carolina. 
They entered Fanwood in the late 
fifties and brought with them large 
Saratoga trunks full of fine clothes 
Time made neyv ones necessary, and 
these the school supplied to them on 
credit, but of very much cheaper 
quality. I was told the mother 
wanted to leave a little darkey maid 
to wait on Mary, but this was out of 
the question. She often regaled the 
pupils with stories of plantation life 
and mimicked the negroes. During 
the war a soldier brother of Mi.ss C 
llagadoru visited the school, and 
showed the Jenkins a book he had 
taken from a plantation house the 
negroes had been looting. On the 
fly-leaf was " Mary Jenkins, from 
her mother." "That is my mother's 
handwriting," said Maty, tears run- 
ning down her face. Of course, the 
soldier gave it to her. David Till- 
inghast yv.ts an exile, too, and had 
been appointed pupil teacher to pay 
off his father's debt to the School 
Later he went to Raleigh and taught 
there many years. 

Mollie Church (Mrs Haight), of 
Memphis, was another stranded 
Southerner. She was a staunch Con- 
federate, and often spoke her mind 
about its leaders anil her own 
opinions of slavery. Poor girl! She 
Itad a hard time, for when the down- 
fall came she was besieged by 
thoughtless, girls who wanted to 
know if she experienced a change of 
heart about theC.-use, the President, 
and Grant. 

About this time there entered the 
school, a young man of thirty, from 
"somewhere in South' Carolina" 
He had wealth, fine manners, but 
no etlucation whatever. Mr 

Jenkins was chosen to tench him 
language, using the native Spanish. 
Mr. Clarke started him in Mathe- 
matics. He learned very quickly, 
but a more homesick man one never 
saw. Poor health took him home 
the second year. He could not stand 
the rougher hoys or the conditions. 
The June examinations were con- 
ducted by outsiders at the request of 
I)r Peet, when I was in the High 
Class. One year it was Dr. Barnard, 
President.of Columbia College. He 
had been one of the earlier teachers 
under the elder Peet. I remember 
his reciting, the following lines in 
signs, to see if the language had 
changed much since his day. 

" Vain was that man, and as proud as 

vain. 
Who saul, were he oxlabied to run 
His full of career of life again. 
lie would do all that lie bad done." 

Some got it correct, to others it 
was a poser, but on the whole he 
was satisfied with the test. An- 
other time it yvas Dr. Maxwell, Supt. 
of Public Instruction in Nt-w York, 
former head of the Normal Coll 'ge. 
I often wondered how Dr. I L Peet 
dared risk such tests. He must 
have had confidence in Ins pupils 
aud his teaching. It is said that so 



interesting were the addresses made 
by his class on the occasion of the 
visit of the Prince of Wales, that he 
requested copies of them. He 
himself asked to give him their 
ideas of Music. Miss Montgomery 
wrote a very Ireautiful answer. One 
of them asked the Prince to take an 
interest in Schools for the Deaf in 
England, and he gave his promise to 
do so. One of the six who were at 
this exhibition, Mr. Henry Rumrill, a 
years afterwards, told me that atone 
time he was a neighbor of the great 
actor Edwin Booth and taught him 
many signs at his own request. 
These he used while acting, as 1 can 
prove. Once I saw him in the part 
of Iago in "Othello." And when 
he came to the line " Put money in 
thy purse," he used the convention- 
al sign for money aud put it in his 
pocket. 

The first paper started at the 
school was called " The Educator," 
a four-page sheet. Dr. Peet was the 
editor, and all the teachers were 
asked to contribute. Lately I found 
a copy dated March, 1877. Of the 
twelve who wrote for that number, 
only three are living — Rev. Dr. 
Stoddard, Messrs Jones and Jewell. 
The school had many distin- 
guished guests in those days, 
brought up by interested Trustees, 
like Frederick de Peyster, Benjamin 
Fuld and Cyrus Field, of Cable 
fame. Once it was an English 
admiral and his officers The next 
day we went under the escort of Dr 
Peet, to visit the flag ship in the 
harbor, and had a fine time. An- 
other time it was a Russian war 
vessel we visited, on invitation of 
the commander, in return for our 
"very interesting exhibition and 
reception to him and his officers." 
Many South Americans were 
shown around, also authors, writers, 
painters of world wide fame. 
After the war came Gen. Robert 
Anderson, of Fort Sumpter, Gen 
McClellan, Gen. Sherman, and once 
Gen. Grant was expected but failed 
to appear, having been detained by 
others too long at another place. 

Lastly in my time came Dom 
Pedro, Emperor of Brazil. Every- 
thing was ready, but, alas! what 
did this strange and very inde 
pendent man choose to do but come 
up at seven o'clock in the morni"g, 
before any one was on hand Mes- 
sengers were sent post haste for*Dr 
Stoddard, who lived nearest. Dr. Peet 
and others. After General Sher- 
man's visit, Mr. Jenkins asked one 
of bis pupils to give his impression 
of the man, and he answered: " He 
is a blockhead " Being asked to 
explain, he answered, he meant no 
insult, but the shape of his forehead 
was like a block of wood 

My first paper brought several let- 
ters to me from old Fanwood pupils, 
expressing the pleasure these mem- 
ories had given, so I have added 
others to them. My connection 
with the school ended in 1872, when 
1 married Mr Jenkins, but we lived 
near it till 1883. when he resigned 
to go to Trenton and take charge of 
the neyv school just established 
there;— but that is "another story," 
as Kipling says. To have known 
many of the interesting persons con- 
nected with the school, to have met 
so many famous people there, aud to 
have lived on the banks of the lordly 
Hudson, was in itself a liberal edu- 
cation.

Negotiations are under way be- 
tween Richard O Johnson, super- 
intentlent of the Imlimia School for 
the Deaf, In Indianapolis, ami 
Surgeon General W. C. Gorgas, ol 
ihe United States public health 
service, looking toward the es 
Inblishmeni at the Mate school of 
an ins'itute for the rehabilitation 01 
returned Indiana soldiers, who have 
beeu made deaf by the wai aoiset- 
on the European battle frontal Tin 
teaching ol Mich men to read the 
lip-languitire, now taught to deaf 
Indi+na children at the school ami 
the teschiug lo them of useful trades 
itnl occupation*, such as carpenter 
inu, bookbinding and printing, is 
proposed. 

The proposals have been laid 
before the state council of defense 
and action concerning- them is In 
prospect. At present the details ol 
any such plans Hie uncertain be 
cause of the fact that the sccom 
ptishtnent of such a project would 
depend in great part ou financial 
assistance for lhe Indiana inslitu 
lion either from the stale or nation 
al government. 

Mr. Johnson today made public 
correspondence that has passed be 
twpen Surgeon Geneial Got gas and 
himself, hearing on Ihe matter. 
which (list was broached by Surgeon 
General Goriras in a letter received 
<t the state institution last Augtisi. 
When the proposals became more 
definite in character. Mr. Johnsoi 
laid the in illei before Will H Hays 
ehairmaii of the stale council of de 
fense, in order that if such a pio 
jeet could be woi ked out, Iuiliaut 
might develop the first plans arnt 
thus leatl oilier stales in such pre- 
naratiou for care of returned sol 
diers. 

Mr Johnson pointed out, that hi- 
force of teachers and instiuc'ors an< ; 
the faciliiies at life slate school 
would make it possjide lo handle •■ 
great number of returned soldier* 
•rltll little additional expense exci p' 
for l-.oiising and maintenance of tin 
soldiers. Any such costs woulc 
have lo Ire met by additional appro 
prtslions fiom either ine s'ale 01 
federal government a, Mr. Johnsoi 
said. 

When inquiry was made abou' 
use of t lie sciiool last summer, (In 
matter was considered al a tneeliiu 
of Ihe trustees The reply to Sut 
geon General Goran* said: 

" Wuile the sole and only purpos* 
of the school at the present time i* 
to teach deaf bo>s ami gills o r school

Later Mr. Johnson sent Ihe fol 
lowing to Surgeon G m ral Goreas: 
"In addition to the trades an«' 
occupations to be taught returned 
soldiers, as referred to, they should 
be taught speech reading (lip read- 
ing) so that, though deaf to vocal 
sounds, they may interpret through 
sight tho spoken words of anothei,

Here's a chance to do your bit for 
Uncle Sam if the suggestion of A. 
G. Lambert, of the engineering de- 
partment of the Chicago Telephone 
Co., carries any weight. His idea 
is to make telegraph operators of 
deaf mutes. Tbe scheme for utiliz- 
ing deaf men as telegraph operators 
is based on their keen sinlit and 
their exquisite sense of touch. 
They could easily learn to read the 
flash of the words just as ordinary 
operators do. 

For reading by touch he plans a 
bracelet to fit over the wrist of the 
operator, with a key affixed. 
When a message is coming in the 
operator attaches a flexible wire to 
the instrument key and the key on 
his wristlet thumps out the letters 
and communicates their meaning to 
the operator. 

Mr. Lambert has a plan for 
teaching the deaf to become expert 
and fully equipped operators in two 
months. Be believes there may be 
possible objections to his plan for 
utilizing the gifts of the (leaf on Hie 
part of the Western Union and the 
Postal Telegraph companies, on the 
ground of physcial infirmities. 
But Mr. ' Lambert comes to the

Be- 
cause I had seen the very things 
be mentioned right under my nose 
for thirty years. 

The Junkerism which he described 
was the Gallaudetism of this country, 
though you did not know it and 
even denied that it existed. 

The Junkerism says that nobody 
is good unless he belongs to the 
same class. The Gallaudetism said 
the same — To MB personally. 

The Junkerism takes all offices. 
The Gallaudetism does the same. 

The Junkerism believes that might 
makes right. I am sure that the 
Gallaudetite did not knpw what he 
was talking about, but I have on 
record in print the very words: 
" Might makes right," which he 
wrote in answering me— years ago. 

Why do I resurrect this subject ? 
Just because it was said at the" time 
that no such Ism existed, that I talk- 
ed througb my hat, that I was an 
"eccentric," that I imagined too 
much. And all this camouflage does 
you no good. The thing is twisted 
around till it is made to appear that 
I was hostile toward the college, to- 
ward the N. A. D., etc., and politi- 
cal stuff was made out of my suppos- 
ed attitude. Wilson is not against 
Germany but against Junkerism. 
Likewise I am a friend of college- 
men ; I corDespond with them ; I 
like to associate with them, to dine 
with tbem, to rejoice with them in 
all the good that comes to them in- 
dividually. But I am now, as I was 
before, against tbe class spirit. It 
makes tbe N. A. D. small by first 
making the " greatest number " feel 
small. Tbe female contributor in 
the Silent Worker opines that tbe 
N. A. D " is slow of growth be- 
cause of too much egotism," which 
reminds us of a conversation between 
Lord Russell and a clergyman. 

" How do you define altruism?" 

" The" greatest good for tbe great- 
est number." 

" What do you consider the great- 
est number " 

" Number One," 

The Junkerism and the Gallaudet- 
ism are Number One. 

Such a class spirit must go. 
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Why not charge $5 00 at once and 
be done with th« whole automatic 
business?

ligent enough to vote for " the 
greatest living deaf-mute." I once 
said: " Deaf-mute* without number 
have at one time or other been mem- 
bers of tbe national organization and, 
know lug by experience what it is to 
be bitten, they never joined again, 
their places being taken by newer 
ranks of suckers who are dazed by 
the glamor of Ph D's, D D's. A M's, 
etc. How big is the society to day?
